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A letter has been received by Surg. Gen. Sternberg 
from Lieut. Col. J. R. Kean, Chief Surgeon of the 7th 
Army Corps, dated Camp Columbia, Havana, March 
28, in which he says: “The 7th Army Corps has had its 
‘salting,’ and is now in better health and vigor than ever 
before in its existence, and it is very satisfactory to have 
the men go back to their homes so hale and stout and 
in such fine spirits. The number of sick in the division 
and regimental hospitals is 428. Two weeks ago it was 
533.”

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Brig. Gen. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, left Washing- 
ton early this week on a tour of inspection of telegraph 
lines in the vicinity of Havana. A rather serious con- 
dition may have to be faced by the War Department, in 
consequence of the withdrawal of Volunteer regiments 
from Cuba. ‘There is no assurance that Volunteers will 
be ready to enlist for regular service, in which case pro- 
vision must be made for operating the telegraph lines of 
Cuba by civilian employees. Gen. Greely, while in Cu- 
ba, will particularly look into the question of transfer- 
ring this service from Volunteers to Regulars or to 
civilians, 








Rear Admiral Howison this week selected his personal 
staff as Commander of the South Atlantic Station, to 
which he has recently been assigned, with the Chicago 
as flagship. Lieut. H. C. Poundstone will be his flag 
lieutenant and Lieut. H. H. Whittlesey flag secretary. 
Both of these officers have been on duty at the Navy 
Department recently, Lieut. Poundstone being attached 
to the Ordnance Bureau, and Lieut. Whittlesey to the 
Navigation Bureau. The Chicago is expected to sail for 
the South Atlantic the latter part of April and will there 
be joined by the Wilmington, now cruising in the Orin- 
oco River. 
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Brig. Gen. Marcus P. Miller, U. 8S. A., was the re- 
cipient of many tokens of affection and esteem at Lloilo, 
Island of Panay, P. I., March 27, his 64th birthday, 
and day of retirement from active service. Col. D. D. 
Van Valzah, 18th U. 8. Inf., senior officer present was 
the principal spokesman, and Gen. Miller in response, 
spoke with great emotion, commending officers and men 
for their brilliant field work. A handsome souvenir was 
presented him in behalf of the officers, by Lieut. C. G. 
Woodward, Adjt. Gen. of the Brigade. Col. Van Valzah 
assumed command of the brigade until the arrival of 
Gen. R. P. Hughes, assigned to it by Maj. Gen. Otis. 
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The New York “Times” discourses on the “Burdens of 
Naval Men,” showing how meagre are their allowances 
in excess of pay, considering the constant demands upon 
their hospitality. It gives a table showing the command 
money allowed to English navy officers, from the $8,110 
allowed an Admiral of the fleet on a foreign station to 
the $225 given to a Lieutenant in command of a tender. 
It is assumed by the Admiralty that as soon as an of- 
ficer is put in command of a ship, big or little, he at once 
gete in the way of entertaining somebody. He is not 
supposed to do this on his own account, but as a British 
officer who is trying to present a good front on account 
of his country and the service in which he is engaged. 
When he is assigned to command, therefore, he begins 
to draw “command money” and “table money,” just as 
he draws his salary. 
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The Army and Navy League of Washington is plan- 
ning to raise money, by means of a musical and Marine 
Band concert to be given in April, for the “Sailors Rest,” 
which it is proposed to establish near the Navy Yard, 
in Brooklyn, as already explained here. It is hardly 
necessary to call attention to the good such an _  in- 
stitution would do or to dwell upon the great need of 
something of this sort. The interest of all Navy peo- 
ple is earnestly requested, that the plan may be carried 
out. There are to be sleeping and reading rooms, games 
of all kinds; and, which is most important, a cafe. The 
suggestion has also been made that free tobacco should 
be given to the men while there. This would attract 
many to the rooms. At first, probably, the men who 
came would consist largely of those who made up the 
chaplain’s congregation while on board ship, but it is 
hoped that in time there would be many of those whose 
need of such a place is far greater. 
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In a letter to the “members of the Old Stonewall Bri- 
gade,” C. A. Fouerdin extends the sympathies of Stone 
wall Jackson’s old soldiers to the sufferers by canned 
roast beef, etc. He shows how similar their hardships 
were to those endured by the ragged Confederates, who 
were sometimes obliged to sleep three in a bed, where 
hotel accommodations were scant on the march and to put 
up with a limited allowance of turkey, oyster pie, veni- 
son stew, chicken salad, ice cream and other neces- 
saries. Some of Jackson’s men actually got wet because 
there were not umbrellas enough to go around, and 
horehound candy and cough drops were scarce. Parti- 
ality was shown in the issue of chewing gum, and a 
change of linen was sometimes delayed for days at a 
time. This letter expresses in a rude way the sarcastic 
sentiments entertained by old soldiers at the expense of 
those like Harding Davis who magnify the endurance 
of the ordinary hardships of campaigning into miracles 
of heroic self-sacrifice. 
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Medical officers of the Army are not disturbed by the 
report that brass-tipped bullets are extensively used by 
the insurgents at Manila. There is a popular belief, not 
substantiated by medical experience, that wounds pro- 
duced by such bullets cause gangrene and death in a 
majority of cases. It is said by the doctors that while 
the brass of the bullet has a tendency to tear and 
enlarge a wound, experience shows that it does not affect 
it seriously. Bullets covered with grease are much more 
likely to cause serious danger, on account of the germs 
that may adhere to them and the dirt they gather. Sev- 
eral medical officers said this week that while it was not 
considered a civilized method of warfare to use any bul- 
lets that would unduly enlarge a wound, there was no 
difference between what is known as the Dum-Dum 
bullet and the brass-covered one. The brass-covered 
bullet was used to a limited extent by the Spanish troops 
who attacked the marines at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
and caused at the time, an impression that the dead had 
been mutilated. A report was sent by Adml. Sampson 
to this effect, but he withdrew it later after an investi- 
gation by Surgeons. 
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Commanding officers for the twin Battleships Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky, now. building at Newport News, 
have been selected by the Navy Department. Capt. Wil- 
liam M. Folger will command the Kearsarge, and Capt. 
C. M. Chester the Kentucky, both officers having been 
ordered to duty at the yard in connection with the fitting 
out of the ships. These vessels will be the most for- 
midable of their class added to the Navy and are con- 
sidered by many Naval experts the superior of any craft 
of their displacement among the navies of the world. 
Each is peculiar in arrangement of its batteries, both 
being equipped with the superposed turrets, the 8-inch 
guns being installed above the heavy twelves in turrets 
fore and aft. It has been questioned seriously whether 
so great a departure in battery arrangement should 
have been made, but such officers as Adml. Sampson and 
the leading ordnance men of the Navy have full con- 
fidence in the effectiveness of the new ships. Some- 
time in the late summer both vessels will probably be 
completed and ready for duty with the home fleet. Near- 
ly 1,000 men will be required for the crews of the two 
ships. 
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The Naval Board of Promotions, consisting of Rear 
Admirals McNair, Howell and Howison, completed con- 
sideration this week of the cases of all officers ad- 
vanced to the grade of Rear Admiral under the Per- 
sonnel act. The Beard was assembled for the purpose 
of determining the qualifications of those officers re- 
cently advanced to the higher grade and reports favor- 
ably on all, so that all question has now been removed 
as to their qualifications for promotion. The list is as 
follows: Rear Admirals George C. Remey, N. H. Far- 
quhar, John C. Watson, Henry B. Robeson, Winfield 8. 
Schley, Silas Casey, William T. Sampson, Bartlett J. 
Cromwell, John W. Philip, Francis J. Higginson, Henry 
F. Picking, Frederick Rodgers, Louis Kempff and 
George W. Sumner. In addition to these favorable ac- 
tion was taken on Capt. Benjamin F. Day, whose for- 
mer promotion to the rank of Rear Admiral by appoint- 
ment of the President has not yet been made. The 
voluntary retirement this week of Rear Admiral Robe- 
son under the forty years’ service clause causes a va- 
cancy, to which Capt. Day will be promoted. The re- 
port of the Board was approved on March 29 and com- 
missions for all these officers sent to the White House 
for the President’s signature. 
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Our English contemporary, from whom we quoted in 
the Army and Navy Journal of March 11, was in error 
in stating that the ocean depth of 4,762 fathoms, ob- 
tained by the Penguin recently, was the deepest on rec- 
ord. Comdr. Charles Belknap, U. 8. Navy, informs us 
that this is the greatest depth at which the temperature 
has been obtained, but that lower depths have been 
fathomed by the sounding line. Comdr. Balfour in the 
Penguin, in 1896, obtained depths of 4,940, 5,022, 5,147 
and 5,155 fathoms in the South Pacific Ocean to the 
eastward of the Tonga and Kermadec Islands. (*‘Geo- 
graphical Journal,” London, March, 1896.) In a lecture 
on deep sea explorations given in Washington, D. C., 
C. H. Townsend, who, as a member of the U. S. 
Fish Commission, has made a number of tripe on the 
steamship Albatross, spoke at some length of the fabu- 
lous sea serpents. If you would call them sea monsters, 
he said, he would by no means dispute the possibility of 
their existence. Dredging at great depths had resulted 
in the finding of many species which the naturalist has 
classed as extinct. All of these had been small ani- 
mals, as present methods had not developed so as to 
obtain the larger ones. Now, it is known that in pre- 
historic times many sea monsters existed, and while 
these are supposedly extinct Mr. Townsend considered it 
by no means improbable that some of them are etill 
living in great depths. Once in a while perhaps one of 
them might come to the surface, and in thie mannef the 
fabulous stories about sea serpents, which most people 
laugh at, could be explained as correct. 








In response to a communication from the Paymaster 
General of the Army, requesting a decision as to the 
class of enlisted men of the Regular service entitled to 
the benefits of extra pay on discharge, the Comptroller 
of the Treasury has decided that the men who enlisted 
“for the war only and are entitled to extra pay are those 
who went in after the act of April 26, 1898, which au- 
thorized the increase of the Regular Army.” The 
Comptroller says in this connection: “The enlisted men 
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referred to in the act are undoubtedly those who were 
authorized to be added to the Reguiar Army by the act 
of April 26, 1898, and supplemental thereto in order 
to bring the enlisted gth of the Army up to its au- 
thorized strength in of war, and who are te be dis- 
charged at the end of the war in pursdance of the law 
which authorized their enlistment, in order to reduce the 
Army to a peace basis. The enlisted men, therefore, af- 
ter the declaration of war under orders for the increase 
of the Army, who were necessary to increase and main- 
tain the Army abové its peace basis, and who should be 
discharged under the operation of the act of April 26, 
1898, and supplemental legislation, at the end of the war, 
constitute the class of enlisted men of the regular Army 
entitled to the benefits of extra pay on discharge, if dis- 
charged in pursuance of the law authorizing their enlist- 
ment. The case might be different where such men elect 
to remain in the sefvice after the war to serve out the 
full term of three years for which they nominally enlist- 
ed and are then discharged. But that question is not 
presented and is not decided.” According to the ruling 
of the Comptroller no soldier who enlisted prior to the 
act of April 26 is efititled to extra pay, no matter what 
inducements might have been offered him in the way of 
promising his discharge at the close of the War, which 
was generally knowh to be impending.

The Geographical Society of Philadelphia, has placed 
on the vessels of the Whaling Fleet, and on the Bear, 
that leave for Arctic waters in the spring, a number of 
casks which will be set adrift near Herald Island, to 
determine by their drift the direction and flow of certain 
disputed Polar currents. This project'is the outcome of 
a paper recently read by Engineer-in-Chief Melville be- 
fore the society, wherein he proposed to thus demon- 
strate his theory of Arctic currents. It is Adml. Mel- 
ville’s belief—based on the drift of the Jeannette as weil 





-as other drifts of explorers—that the best place to put 


a ship bound for the Pole is through Bering Strait. ‘To 
then push the ship into the pack as far as possible to 
the northward and westward. Though not necessarily 


drifting across the Pole, he thinks that in all probability 


a ship, float, or cask would come out by way of Spitz- 
bergen. In this paper, he suggested the feasibility of 
the drift casks—thus accomplishing the drift without 
risk of life—and submitted a detailed plan of the experi- 
ment. The Geographical Society has pushed this project 
rapidly, and now all preparations have been completed 
for the launching of the casks. Mr. Henry G. Bryant, 
the president of the society, has by his labors, energy 
and interest in the preparatory work so identified himself 
with this project that it is now known as the “Melville- 
Bryant Drift Cask.” Adml. Kautz, of the Navy, repre- 
sented the society in San Francisco and attended fo the 
shipment of the casks, placing 35 on the whaling ves- 
sels and 15 on the Bear. The casks are conical shaped 
floats, securely made, each having a number for identi- 
fication and carrying a wooden encased tube or bottle, 
tightly corked, in which are directions for the ffhder, 
printed on specially prepared paper, indestructible by salt 
water. These directions or forms are printed in four 
languages and have spaces to insert name of finder, 
vessel, latitude, longitude, number of cask, and other 
necessary data. 





It was learned at the War Department this week that 
the President has practically decided to make Gen. Mac- 
Arthur a Brigadier General in the Regular Army in 
recognition of his services in the Philippines on the re- 
tirement of Gen. Shafter, Oct. 16, 1899. Gen. MacArthur 
is a comparatively young man and should he be ap- 
pointed to succeed Gen. Shafter he will be eligible for se- 
lection as Major General Commanding the Army before 
the time for his retirement. President McKinley has 
appointed Col. Edwin V. Summer, of the 7th Cay. (Bri- 
gadier General, U. 8. V.), as a Brigadier General ‘pf 
Regular Army, to succeed Gen. Mareus Miller, who was 
retired this week on account of age. The announcement 
that Col. Sumner was to be appointed appeared in the 
Army and Navy Journal a month age (March 4, page 
627.). In accordance with an understanding with Gen. 
Sumner he has been retired on his own application and 
Col. Thomas W. Anderson, of the 14th Inf., has been ap- 
pointed by the President to succeed him. Col. . Ander- 
son was the senier Colonel of the Army and had al- 
ready been appointed a Major General of Volunteers 
for meritorious services in the campaign arownd Manil:. 
It is expected that the command of the troops at [loilo 
who were formerly under the command of Gen. Miller 
will be given to Brig. Gen. Robert P. Hughes, U. 8. V.. 
Chief of Staff to Gen. Otis in Manila and proyost mar- 
shal of that place. In connection with the determina- 
tion to appoint Gen. MacArthur a Brigadier General of 
the regular service attention has been called to his ex- 
cellent record in the Philippine campaign. Gen. Mat- 
Arthur is the senior Lieutenant Colonel of the Adjutant 
General's Department. He was~born in Massachusetts 
on June 2, 1845. and will not retire for age until Jue 2, 
1909. MacArthur went into the Civil War as a Ist 
Lieutenant of the 24th Wisconsin Infantry. This was in 
1862. He was then only seventeen years old; and 4 
story is told how the Colonel of the 24th was afraid to 
give him any command on account of his boyish 4p 
pearance and solved the difficulty by appointing him resi- 
mental Adjutant.

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THE WEEK AT MANILA, 

After a stubborn fight, extending over a week, our 
troops im. the Philippines have destroyed Aguinaldo’s 
army and captured the Filipino capital at Malolos, twen- 
ty-five miles from Manila. The shattered fragments of 
the enemy’s forees were in full retreat to the north at 
last accounts, where Agyinaldo and his cabinet pre- 
ceded them -by two days. 

The official despatches from General Otis, which we 
publish this week, read in connection with the excellent 
map which we give with this article, will make the 
nature and extent of his movements north of Manila 
plain to the military reader. At the time the movement 
commeneed, General Otis’s troops were distributed as 
follows: 

North of Pasig River, MacArthur's division:. Wheat- 
on's brigade—22d U. 8. Inf., two battalions 23d U. 8. 
Inf. 24 Oregon. H. G. Otis’s brigade—20th Kansas, 
lst Montana, four battalions 3d U. S. Art. (dismounted 
as infantry), 10th Pennsylvania. Hale’s brigade—ist 
Nebraska, Ist Colorado, Ist South Dakota, Ist Wyo- 
Hall's brigade—3d and 4th U. 8. Inf., two bat-

the main body of the enemy, which appears to have con- 
centrated in the vicinity of the railroad running from 
Manila north and northwest to Malolos, Aguinaldo’s 
capital. 

We supplement the information given in the official 
despatches by details given in cable advices to the daily 
papers. These show that the fighting was very heavy, 
that the enemy was skilfully intrenched, and that its 
movements were directed by men who understood much 
more of the art of war and defence than the Filipinos 
have been given credit for. Their resistance to General 
Otis’s advancing columns gave occasion for the most 
magnificent displays of the military skill, energy and 
sublime courage which have made this campaign under 
General Otis far more notable than we could have ex- 
pected of a campaign directed against men only partially 
trained in the methods of modern war. Aguinaldo is re- 
ported to have had the assistance of men trained in the 
Spanish service, and doubtless of foreign experts, and 
his troops have had much opportunity for practicing the 
art of war in the field during the past year.

Gen. Lawton, with his brigade, as it would appear 
from the despatches, was detailed to hold the southern 
force in cheek, while Gen. Hall, with a brigade sta- 
tioned in the neighborhood of San Francisco del Monte, 
Protected the advance movement from a possible attack 
directed against its right flank. The statement that Gen. 
Hall was ‘heavily engaged indicates that there must 
have been a strong force in front of him detached from 


ward against the main army of the Filipinos under 
Aguinaldo began at daylight on Saturday, March 25. 
The plan of the American General was to send a force 
to the east, which would sweep around the left flank 
of the rebel army and attack in the rear. The Filipinos 
thus caught between two large forces would be com- 
pelled to surrender. Though splendidly planned this 
movement failed of execution, owing to the formation 
of the country, the swamps, lagoons and bamboo jun- 
gles becoming more and more difficult to traverse as the 
Americans pushed on. 

Eventually the idea of trapping the wily Filipino was 
abandoned and the two armies faced each other squarely. 
Then Gen. Otis changed his plans, deciding to push the 
Filipinos back by main force. Each subsequent day's 
action was simply a phase of this plan. The result was 
inevitable. Every forward leap of company, regiment, 
brigade or division meant a gain and the rebels were 
pushed back, losing town after town. 

The possession of the railway, shown on this map, re- 
lieved the Americans of any anxiety as to their base and 
gave them a chance to show the insurgents the mean- 
ing of Yankee persistence, of which the natives had had 
ho taste to the south of Manila, the Americans being 
compelled in that section to return to their original base. 
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Under cover of darkness Saturday morning, General 
H. G. Otis’s and Genera! Hale’s brigades of General 
MacArthur's division left their trenches and advanced 


close upon the lines of the insurgents, who detected no

Smoke from the burning huts, fired by the natives, 
marked the line of the American advance. Ambulances 
and horse litters, led by Chinese, brought in the wound- 
ed, among whom were a few Filipinos. The Americans 
who were wounded endured their injuries bravely, one 
group which had been brought into the hospital singing 
“Comrades.” The Pennsylvania troops took nine pris- 
oners, among them a great naked Captain of the Ma- 
ecabee tribe and one Japanese. All the prisoners were 
greatly terrified, expecting to be executed immediately. 

e A fighting furnished a specimen of the diffi- 
culties with which the Americans have to contend, The 
Filipinos never, except opposite Malabon, permitted their 
opponents to get within several hundred yards of them, 
They would fire a few volleys from their cover and then 
scuttle back to another cover, ting these tactics for 
miles. Many of the trenches had gullies and connecting 
paths through the cane and brush, enabling them to re- 
treat unseen. 

A larger percentage of the rebels’ wounded died than 
of the Americans, many of them perishing from neglect, 
the Americans naturally ———— | their own men first. 
The wounded, after treatment in the field hospitals 
were brought to the Manila Hospital by train. Severa 
trips were made from Caloocan to the city. The first 
load to start for the city was composed largely of ban- 
daged soldiers, who shouted: “Give ’em hell, boys!”

day, March 27, was ottenten some notable casualties.

Early in the day the rebels evacuated Malabon, burn- 
ing the place. n. Wheaton’s brigade, consisting of 
the 2d Oregon and the 22d and 23d U. 8. Inf., strete 
along the railroad from Caloocan to the Tuliahan River, 
was powerless to prevent the withdrawal, owing to 
natural obstacles and to the strong op) tion. At day- 
break a column of smoke shot up into the air at Mala- 
bon And soon the entire country was covered with a pall 
of smoke sent up by the surrounding rice fields which 
had been fired at the same time. y an hour before 
noon the town was destroyed. During this time Gen. 
Wheaton was unable to repair the bridge or to advance, 
ors to the firing of the enemy and the hills on the 
other side. 

Gen, Wheaton’s headquarters Saturday night had been 
half a mile south of river, on the . The 
opposite bank was protected by a blockhouse and in- 
trenchments. Occasionally the artillery and infantry 
fired across the stream. nally, the engineers moved a 
construction train up to the bridge, the iron frame of 
which remained, and began to replace the floor. While 
this was going on the Oregon regiment crossed the 
river on the left, and the 22d U. 8. Inf. on the right, 
with four companies of the 23d U. 8. Inf. supporting the 
latter regiment.

Gen, Wheaton and his staff were all the time under a 
rain of bullets. Col. Egbert, who was in the thickest 
of the fighting, was shot in the abdomen. He was 
placed upon a stretcher and an attempt was made to 
carry him to the cars, but he died on the way. 

It was a most affecting scene. Gen. Wheaton, bar- 
ing his head, said, ““You have done nobly.” Col. Egbert 
gasped in reply, “IT must.die. 1 am too old.” 

No Filipinos were found in the trenches. Though ap- 
parently their force was much smaller than that of the 
Americans, they had an immense advantage in position 
and in opportunity to retreat. 

Gen. MacArthur's advance guard, the 3d U. 8. Art., 
and the 20th Kansas regiment, joined Gen. Wheaton’s 
brigade shortly after Malinta was taken, approaching 
along the Novaliches road westerly. The soldiers were 
much exhausted, and there were several prostrations 





- from the heat, which was intense. 


The dead and wounded were collected in the shade of 
the trees and carried on stretchers by Chinese across the 
river to the train, After lunch Gen. MacArthur's divi- 
sion advanced toward Polo. in i 

The 2d Oregon regiment encountered 1,000 Filipinos 
west of Malinta, who were retreating from Malabon. 
The enemy had taken up a position behind four rows of 
intrenchments, but was driven out after an hour’s heavy 
firing. One Oregonian was killed and five were _wound- 
ed. The 3d U. 8S. Art., acting as infantry, with two 
guns of the Utah Artillery and the Kansans, had a 
sharp fight east of Malinta. The Americans had but 
slight loss. Five Filipinos were found dead and several 
were taken prisoners. The surgeons from the fleet and 
the British cruiser Powerful volunteered their assist- 
ance, and were indefatigable in their services at the 
front. 

President Schurman of the Philippines Commission, 
and Mr. MacArthur, its secretary, were under fire dur- 
ing the day with Gen. Wheaton. : 

Before night fell, Sunday, March 26, the brigades of 
Gen. H. G. Otis and Gen. Hale advanced along the line 
toward Marilao, eventually getting as far as Meycaua- 
yan, where they occupied the rebels’ trenches. 

From this vantage ground at Meycauayan the Ameri- 
can forces struck some telling blows on Monday, March 
oF 


amt. 

The Americans advanced, the brigade commanded by 
Gen. Harrison Gray Otis being on the left of the rail- 
road, and Gen. Hale’s on the right. They eventually 
discerned white roofs and steeples among the green trees 
beyond the river, looking not unlike a Massachusetts 
village. The rebels had an unfordable river in front of 
them, and they poured in a fire so effective that it 
showed they were veterans, probably members of the 
native militia which the Spaniards organized. 

The American artillery put a dramatic end to the bat- 
tle. Approaching, under cover of the bushes, to about 
sixty yards from the trenches, the artillerymen_ emerged 
upon an open space commanding the town. When the 
Americans appeared they gave a great yell and the Fili- 
pinos became panic-stricken, about a hundred seeking 
safety in flight, while a white flag was raised by those 
who were in the trenches, who also shouted “Amigos!” 
(friends.) 

Col. Funston, with twenty men of the Kansas regi- 
ment, swam across the river to the left of the railroad 
bridge and captured eighty prisoners with all their arms. 
The Pennsylvania regiment captured forty prisoners. 
By this time the right of the Filipinos was demoralized. 
The Americans refrained from burning the town, and 
rested there that night. Gen. Harrison Gray Otis’s 
brigade crossed the framework bridge, Gen. Hale’s 
brigade remaining on the south bank of the river. Gen. 
MacArthur's division spent the night and morning at 
Meyecauayan, the next station beyond Polo. After 
reconnoitering his front, he pushed along the railroad in 
the afternoon toward Malolos. 

On Thursday, March 30, Gen. MacArthur's troops ad- 
vanced along the railroad about two and one-half miles 
beyond the Guiguinto River and rested that night in the 
jungle, having forced back the enemy, who were con- 
centrated on their right. The Ist Nebraska, Ist Dakota 
and 10th Pennsylvania regiments were compelled to 
cross an opening under a heavy fire to attack an enemy 
intrenched in the woods beyond. The Nebraska regi- 
ment lost four killed and thirty wounded and one Penn- 
sylvanian was killed. ‘The enemy’s loss was small, 
owing to the protection the jungle gave them and neither 
infantry nor artillery could operate effectively against 
an enemy to be located only by the flashes of their rifles. 
The Filipinos are burning the towns from which they re- 
treat and destroying bridges. Even Bulacan, the capital 
of the province, was burnt. 

The turret-ship Monadnock anchored off Paranaquo, 
and the insurgents, emboldened by the long silence of 
the warships on guard duty, opened fire on her with 
muskets, with the result that one man was killed and 
three were wounded. The Monadnock then destroyed 
half the town, including the church. 

The Filipinos, realizing that the railroad is the crucial 
line, have constructed row after row of trenches, run- 
ning diagonally on both sides of the track at a distance 
of a few hundred yards apart. This work was designed 
most intelligently, and had evidently been done under 
the direction of experts. Most of the rebel positions are 
protected by thick earthworks, a majority of them topped 
with stones and provided with loopholes. Some have 
sheet iron roofs. 

The six additional mountain guns asked for by Gen. 
Otis a short time ago, are now on their way to Manila. 
These guus are two-pounders, and can be taken any- 
where that mules or men can go. Gen. Otis had eight 
of these guns, besides four guns of the Astor Battery. 
The latter, however, are 12-pounders, and much heavier 
to handle. The artillery has done effective service in 
the Manila campaign, and the more we have of the right 
kind the better. The Filipinos seem to be better sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition than was generally 
supposed. They had arms from the Spanish arsenal at 
Cavité, and while we were waiting for the development 
of our plans and theirs they were able to run a good 
many arms into some of their northern ports where 
they could distribute them over the railroad which Otis 
is now wresting from their control. It is reported that 
Maxims and Gatling guns have been seen in the hands 
of the Filipinos, and that they have Spanish artillery- 
men to handle them, as well as trained engineers to lay 
out their defences. The advance of Gen. Otis was at 
the expense of heavy losses due to the necessity of tak- 
ing these defences which appear to have followed one 
another in endless succession, the enemy falling back 
from one to another as they met the impetuous advance 
of our soldiers. It is suggested that some of these de- 
fences were the ditches of the rice fields over which our 
advance was made, and that as the natives retreated 
they flooded these fields to delay our progress. The 
country along the railroad is a flat val ey and divided 
from the sea by a low range of hills and shut in on the 
other side by a range of mountains rising to the height 
of 5,000 or 6,000 feet. reference to our maps shows 
that the coast line is penetrated by a series of lagoons. 
Into one of these, the Bulacan River, in the rear of the 


enemy, and perhaps into others, Gen. Otis has sent his 


army gunboats, thus relievi somewhat the pressure 
on his advancing columns. e country between Bula- 
can and Malolos is as comparatively free from 
natural impediments such as wide streams and stee 
hills. Lagoons are numerous, but their direction is suc 
as to leave an open space for almost the entire distance 
for a couple of miles to the left or water side of the rail- 
road. Narrow streams run into the lagoons directly 
across the route of the American advance, but the wide 
and deep lagoons will not be encountered after Bulacan 
is passed.

“Toe Green Howards’ Gazette,” the regimental jour- 
nal of the Ist Yorkshire Regiment, gives an account of 
a dimmer given by Col. E. A. Bruce and the officers of 
that regiment to the officers of the 4th U. 8S.

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PUNISHING MUTINEERS. 


That sturdy old soldier, Maj. Gen. S. M. B. Young, U. 
S. Vols., commanding Second Army Canve, in G. O. No. 
22, Augusta, Ga.. March 16 administers a stinging and 
well-deserved rebuke to the craven and incompetent of- 
ficers of the 15th Minnesota Vol. Inf., who suffered a 
mutiny to get full headway in their regiment without 
attempting to quell it. Gen. Young says: 

“The deplorable inetliciency, incapacity, weakness and 
timidity exhibited by nearly all of those commissioned 
officers present dat the disgraceful and violent outbreak 
in the camp of the 15th Minnesota Infantry, on Feb. 4 
and 5, 1899, is incredible except on the abundant sworn 
testimony of said officers themselves, which testimony 
prevacen the records of all the cases poomeoatee in 
’aragraph 1. Every officer present with the regiment, 
including all the fieid officers, must have known the night 
of the 4th that a mutiny had actually broken out in the 
camp that evening, and that, although checked for the 
time being, the men were still in an excited and danger- 
ous mood. 

“Under such conditions each such officer should have 
armed himself, and kept up a vigilant and unremitting 
watch on the movements, behavior and temper of his 
men. But instead of this, and despite the whole night 
of warning, when the outbreak was renewed next morn- 
ing, only two or three of the oflicers who observed it 
were armed; no ammunition had been issued to the 
xguard, nor had the guard been strengthened; and al- 
though the armed mutineers numbered not more than 
ubout a hundred men, and were without ammunition, yet 
of ten or twelve commissioned officers present not one 
opposed any effective force to the attack on the ammu- 
li tion storehouse, nor, indeed, at any other time. 

“These ten or twelve officers stood there expostulating, 
exhorting, pleading, but not one of them attempted to 
shoot or fell the two or three leading men who, only, 
ere actually breaking in the storehouse door. And this 
attack succeeding, and the men having taken all the ball 
cartridges they desired, all authority in the camp seemed 
paralyzed with fear, and the armed squad (for many 
had fallen away) Was permitted to march out of camp 
without the least show of resistance, and tod go on its 
n iurderous and defiant errand, 

“hese are merely the salient facts, but these court 
umrtial records are filled with astounding details of in 
capacity on the part of officers, details only iucidentaliy 
elicited, too, for no commissioned officer | was, by the 
re sponsible officer, brought to trial. 

These sworn details are, it is thoug! it, enough to dis- 
miss a number of officers of the regiment, and, in two 
cases at least, it is believed a court martial would have 
uwarded the extreme penalty of the law. Finally, the 
order from superior authority requiring the immediate 
muster out of this regiment, is all that precludes the 
bringing before a court martial those officers who, dur 
ing this mutinous outbreak, proved themselves thus re 
creant, and it is with profound regret that the Corps 
(‘ommander finds himself thus constrained to punish en 
listed men while, through circumstances beyond his con 
trol, certain officers unworthy of the commissions they 
hold, are permitted to go home with clean records. 

This rebuke is attached to Gen. Young’s enforced ap- 
proval of the action of the court martial trying the of 
fenders. Though he sharply criticises the action of the 
court in giving such inadequate sentences he approves 
them to prevent the offenders from escaping altogether. 
Private Patrick Cahill, who> struck two officers, was 
sentenced to six years’ imprisonment at hard labor with 
forfeiture; three other ringleaders, Veter Foley, James 
Kelly and William Williams, to five years: Robert B. 
Smith, Oliver Bobindoux and Fred Wagner, each to one 
year, and Theo. Hayne to six months. The confinement 
will be at Saint Francis Barracke, Florida. Lieut. Col.

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ARMY ALLOWANCES APPLIED TO 
We take the following facts, concerning Navy 
from a circular statement issued by the 
Advocate General of the Navy: 

All longevity in every grade is counted from first en 
try into service, including time at Naval Academy and 
Volunteer service in Navy, Army or Marine Corps, as 
officers or enlisted men. 

Commanders could receive no higher pay than 84,000 
and Captains not more than $4,500, under Army law 
Longevity pay is 10 per cent. increase (up to 40 per 
cent.) upon the yearly pay of the grade, for every five 
years the officer has been in the service, but not includ 
ing percentage upon previous longevity additions. Of 
ficers waiting orders or on sick leave receive full pay 
and allowances; also when absent on leave not exceed 
ing 30 days in each year, or four months in four years; 
beyond that, one-half pay—no allowances.

THE BEEF INQUIRY. 

The most comprehensive testimony thus far presented 
to the Court of Inquiry on the Army beef ration was 
xiven by Gov. Theodore Roosevelt at his appearance be- 
fore the court in the Army Building, New York City, 
March 25. It was direct and positive and dealt with no 
surmises, The Governor said the first he knew of any 
trouble was when the transport with his Rough Riders 
lay in Tampa Bay. Then he saw a big Kentuckian 
throwing away his portion of the canted roast beef. He 
snid it was not good. The Governor told him if he was 
n baby he oughtn’t to go to war. The man then did 
cat some, but was soon vomiting exhaustingly. “In con- 
sequence of this,” said the Governor, “I made inquiries 
and found that there was a general complaint among 
the men that the canned roast beef was not good, I 
ute a mouthful myself, but, while I did not think it was 
good, it had no putrid smell and there was nothin 
nbout it to make me take positive action. I believe 
did speak to Col. Wood, but the transports were about 
to start and nothing else was done.” 

“What meat was furnished you in Cuba during the 
siege operations?’ the Governor was aske 

“Mostly pork, but sometimes canned roast beef. I 
tried to get pork as often as possible. I found that 
the Regulars objected to canned roast beef quite as much 
as my men did. I tried to eat some of it myself, but I 
couldn’t do it.” 

“Describe its appearance.’ 

“The cans when opened showed on top what looked 
like a layer of slime, which was very disagreeable, In- 
side the beef was stringy and coarse like a bundle of 
fibres. At that time I had never heard any one question 
the fact that the canned roast beef was a bad ration, I 
was surprised to find when I got back that it was a 
subject of controversy. From Generals to privates I 
vever heard any one express any opinion other than that 
it was a bad ration. Some said it was bad for the 
men, others said it was utterly unhealthy, and there were 
all grades of opinion in between, but there was no one 
who said it was good.” 

The Governor said he had made a report on July 21 
to the War Department, in which he complained of the 
rvast beef as one of the things that should be changed. 
On Sept. 10, as Colonel of the Rough Riders, he had 
made a longer report, which brought out the condition 
of the canned meat in a forcible manner, 

Asked whether he had any suspicion of chemical treat- 
iment, Gov. Roosevelt said he never thought about that 
matter till he came home. The refrigerated beef, which 
bis command began to receive about July 22, he con- 
sidered as satisfactory. The diarrhoea that followed its 
use at first, was the natural effect of eating meat after 
being long without it. The rule had held good in all his 
hunting experiences in the West. Some of his men, 
however, got the idea that the meat had been “phys'tcked” 
os they said. On the return from Cuba the ration was 
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again canned roast beef. Of its condition then, the 
(Governor said: 
“Utterly and hopelessly bad. , should say roughly 


that not one-fifth of it was used.’ 

Maj. Lee then asked the Governor for his opinion of 
ennned roast beef as an Army ration. This was the 
Governor's reply: 

I regard it as an utterly unfit and utterly unwhole- 
some ration for troops. I want to make that statement 
without qualification. I have seen that cans have been 
tested here and found to be wholesome. 1 want to say 
that the experience I had in the Santiago camp proved 
that the canned roast beef we had was at best unpala- 
table and at worst unwholesome and unfit to eat. It 
was sufficiently unwholesome to tend to make men sick 
ut a time when well men were needed.” 

Gov. Roosevelt said that neither of his reports had yet 
been published. He understgod they would soon be, 
however. On Maj. Lee's request these reports will be 
submitted to the court as evidence. It is stated that 
his report was sent to the Dodge Commission. 

The court next went to Governors Island, where evi- 
dence of officers and men of the 13th Infantry was tak- 
en. Capt. M. Saffold, Lieut. U. G. McAlexander, 
who was attached to Gen. Kent's staff during the San- 
tiago campaign, and Sergt. James B. Guthrie were exam- 
ined. Their testimony as to the unfitness of canned 
roast beef did not vary from that of previous witnesses. 


Corpl. Kelly, of Co. B, 13th Inf., said a good word for 
the roast beef. He said he had found no bad roast 
beef. We ate the beef about fifteen times. It was 


stringy and no salt had been used in cooking it, but he 
didn’t. consider it bad. 

The court resumed its sittings in Washington, Mon- 
day, March 27. E. C. Swift, vice-president of the Swift 
Packing Company, Capt. George Davis, C. 8., and oth- 
ers testified as to the nature of the agreement with Gen. 
Eagan, which, Mr. Swift said, was that the a ote 
to keep on hand in port towns, a sufficient sup 
for seventy-two hours’ consumption, this me,” me oe 
extended twenty-four hours under special Tactldue 
Shore refrigeration was contemplated in all his conver- 
sation with Gen. Eagan, and with the understanding 
that this was to be had, the company had agreed that 
the quality of the beef should be maintained for three 
days and nights. 

Maj. Lee stated that Gen. Eagan had said in his tes- 
timony before the Board that the company had guaran- 
teed that the beef should be kept good for seventy-two 
hours after leaving the refrigerator, either on shipboard 
or on shore. 

“I can only say.’ responded Mr. Swift. “that Gen. 
Eagan at the time of the interview seemed to have the 
same understanding of the contract that I had. In view 
of his testimony I can only say that he was mistaken,” 

Maj. Lee—Then the insertion of the clause limiting to 
tw cos ol four hours the time meat should be fresh after 
being taken out of the refrigerator was not a clerical 
error ae suggested by the General? 

Mr. Swift—That cannot be so. He said his agents 
would take good care to protect the meat from the sun. 
and J assured him that if this were done the meat would 
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be good for twenty-four hours after being taken from 
the refrigerator. 

Capt. Davis said: 

“Gen. Eagan had simply forgotten. Probably he had 
not seen the contract for six months. It is not cus- 
tomary in such cases to depend upon the memory, the 
conteness being on file and reference to them convenient 
and usual,” 

At the hearing of Wednesday, March 29, Rear Adml. 
Edwin Stewart, Paymaster of the Navy, was a witness. 
He said that canned roast beef was one of the articles 
of food used in the Navy, about 500,000 pounds a year 
being purchased. Occasionally the beef when delivered 
weunt be found to be unsatisfactory, and it would then be 
rejected, The Marines at Guantanamo were supplied with 


this beef. There had been no complaint concerning it, 
* his knowledge, either from the Marines or from the 
Navy. 


[Adml. Stewart is evidently ignorant of what was said 
of this beef by Col. Heywood, who commanded the Ma- 
rines at Guantanamo, and reported in the Journal. ] 

Maj. John D. Black, of the Subsistence Department 
of the Volunteer Army, who was a member of Gen. 
Miles’s staff in Porto Rico, testified that when he told 
Gen. Eagan in conversation that the refrigerated beef 
was not issued at Ponce because the issue commissaries 
did not want it, the native beef being preferred, the 
general became very much excited and exclaimed: | 

“God damn them; they have no right to refuse_it! 
I consider it the best beef in the United States. God 
damn them. I’d have made them take it!” : 

Gen. Eagan was called to the stand, and explained 
that he had inserted in the contract with Swift & Co. 
the clause stipulating that the refrigerated beef should 
be good 24 hours after leaving the refrigerator, instead 
of 72 hours, as he believed the troops might not take 
proper care of it if they knew the contract called for 72 
hours. The retention in his mind of the 72-hour idea 
explained his forgetfulness of the 24-hour written 
clause. Gen. Kagan said the Secretary of War had al- 
ways given him a free hand, not giving him suggestions 
or instructions on the subject of beef. There was much 
talk in the Department about various processes for treat- 
ing the beef. he said, but he had given that matter no 
attention. Gen. Eagan denied any knowledge of Sen- 
ator Hanna’s presence during conferences with the Sec- 
retary of War on the letting of contracts. Gen. Hagan 
said he had never considered canned roast beef a travel 
ration, but only a makeshift when fresh beef could not 
be procured. 

At the session of March 30 George A. J. Gampfer, a 
clerk of Cincinnati, Ohio. who occupied the position of 
Regimental Commissary for the 1st Ohio Cav., at Lake- 
land, Fla., testified that Agent Morehouse, of the Ar- 
mours, told, when they were examining some beef, that 
the suspicious spots in it were due to chemical preserva- 
tives. Agent Morehouse was called to the stand, and 
denied Gampfer’s testimony in toto. Maj. G. Creighton 
Webb. who was Gen. Lawton’s Inspector General, tes- 
tified to the bad auality of the canned roast beef. Col. 
C. A. Woodruff. Purchasing Officer for the Commissary 
Department at New York, recalled, gave evidence as to 
the rejection of several tenders of canned roast beef.

The daily Malta “Chronicle” in an article on “Our 
American Cousins, says: “It is interesting to note that 
no foreign troops—although we can hardly speak of our 
American cousins in this sense—have landed in Malta 
and been received so warmly by all classes since the 
time of the Crimean War, now forty-five years ago, 
when those who landed then did so as allies. It is not 
to be supposed that we could allow them to leave our 
shores without our hearty god speed, and an expression 
of the true pleasure it has caused the Maltese people to 
view the smart, intelligent, genial and ready-to-do-any- 
work soldiers of America, who have made among us a 
stay which we would gladly have seen prolonged. But 
duty, imperative duty calls them, and we repeat that our 
best wishes accompany the little contingent of the U. 8. 
Army wherever they may have to unfold their flag, a 
flag of liberty and good-will to all men. 

“The transport Verona left the Grand Harbor for Eng- 
land at sunset yesterday (March 12). Ringing cheers 
were raised on board as the vessel glided between the 
many men-of-war in harbor, the responses being none 
the less hearty. The return cheers were particularly 
lusty when the Verona passed within a stone’s throw of 
the United States transport Sheridan, the decks of which 
were thronged with a mass of arm-waving and shouting 
humanity. It is not often such sights are witnessed in 
our harbors, and they are sights to be both remembered 
and to feel proud of. Wherever one happened to turn 
yesterday he was sure to come face to face with groups 
of our American soldier cousins in company with our 
own honest Tommys and Jacks. No place of interest 
was left unseen by them.” 





REINFORCEMENTS FOR MANILA. 


Reinforcements are to be hurried to the assistance of 
Gen. Otis as quickly as transportation can be secured. 
With the arriyal of the Sheridan with the 12th Inf. and 
four companies of the 17th Inf., nearly two thousand 
men will be added to the three thousand that went to 
the Philippines on the Sherman and the Grant. The 
number of troops now under orders to go to Manila is 
more than 8,000. The 9th Inf., which left Madison Bar- 
racks last week, ie now on the way to the Philippines. 
Six companies left San Francisco on the City of Puebla 
on March 24, and the Zealandia left March 28 with the 
other six companies. The next organization to leave its 
present station for San Francisco to embark for Manila 
will be the 6th Art., which is expected to arrive in San 
Francisco about April 18. The 2ist Inf. will follow 
from its station at Plattsburg Barracks, New York, on 
the same date, arriving in San Francisco three days 
after the 6th Art. The other regiments will then leave 
their stations in the following order: 6th Inf., 13th Inf. 
and the 16th Inf. 

The necessity of having as much light artillery as 
aa in the Philippines has been recognized by the 

ar Department, and it has been determined to assign 
a battery each from the Ist, 4th and 5th Art. for service 
under Gen. Otis’s command. The order issued by the 
mame for this assignment appears under our Army 

ead. 

The Quartermaster’s Department has been busily occu- 
pied in endeavoring to secure transportation for the regi- 
ments ordered to the Philippines, and has prepared the 
following schedule, which is subject to change. The 
Hancock will take the 21st Inf., the Warren eight bat- 
teries of the 6th Art., the Newport 250 marines and re- 
cruits, and the Morgan City six companies of the 13th 
Inf. Information from San Francisco is that the Quar- 
termaster’s Department there will in a position to 
send about 6,000 soldiers to Manila within a month. 
Seven transports are now on their way to San Francis- 
co. The Arizona is now out twenty-one days, and should 
be in port inside of a week. The Newport and Scandia 
are out nineteen days, the Morgan City seventeen days, 
the Senator ten, the Ohio and Grant four days each. It 
is expected that the Ohio will follow the Morgan City 
with the remainder of the 13th Inf.

Unexpected pressure, developed by a charge of smoke- 
less powder, burst a 10-inch gun, killed one man and in- 
ju two others at the Sandy Hook ordnance proving 
grounds, March 29. Henry V. Murphy, recording clerk, 
was struck by the fying breech block of the gun, after 
it had passed through the bomb-proof. He was torn to 
pieces, and died instantly. Pvyts. Harrigan and Deemer, 
Ordnance Department, were hurt by shattered planks. 
Why the powder should have developed such force is a 
mystery to the ordannce officers. Lieut. Col. Phipps is 
quoted as saying this is the first 10-inch gun that had 
burst while undergoing the proof teste, The gun which 
failed was one of the 1895 pattern. Maj. Babbitt. 
Capt. Birmie, Lieut. Montgomery and other ordnance 
officers were present. 





Little progress has been made in the examination of 
the Volunteer Second Lieutenants for appointments in 
the Marine Corps under provision of the last Personnel 
act. The Board designated to determine the moral, 
physical and professional qualifications of candidates, is 
still at work, and at the end of this week it was expected 
that not for another week at least would this class of 
applicants be disposed of, and their cases reported to the 
Secretary of the Navy. It is understood that several 
of the young men serving in the Volunteer Navy have 
been found morally unfit for promotion. In these cases, 
however, tremendous pressure is being brought to bear 
to permit the applicants to undergo the mental and physi- 
eal examination. It ought not to succeed. The Army is 
no place for men of doubtful reputations. 





The Comptroller of the Treasury decides that when 
an officer travels under orders. without troops between 
an inland point in the United States and an inland point 
in any of our island possessions, he is not entitled to 
mileage for any part of his journey either upon land or 
water, but only to actual expenses from the place where 
he starts to the end of his journey. The law makes no 
provision for one kind of travel pay for one part of the 
journey and a different kind of travel pay for another 
part of the journey—one kind when traveling upon land 
and another kind when traveling upon water. It makes 
no difference whether an officer is traveling upon land 
or water if he is traveling under orders without troops, 
when authorized by law. He is entitled to actual ex- 
penses only. The decision was rendered this week upon 
the request of Maj. G. W. Baird, Paymaster, on duty 
at the War Department.

The Navy Department authorizes us to deny that it 
has any intention of detaching Adml. Dewey from con- 
mand of the Asiatic Station until he expresses a desire 
to be relieved. Official and personal information received 
im Washington is all to the effect that the Admiral has 
no desire to be relieved from his command at present, 
and certainly there is no wish on the part of the naval 
officials to detach him until he expresses his preference 
for shore duty. It has been reported that Adml. Watson 
has made application to succeed to the command of the 
Asiatic Station on Adm]. Dewey’s release, but it may be 
stated on information from the highest authority that 
this application, or the name of any other officer, has 
so far not been considered in connection with the detail. 
The President has every reason to desire Adml. Dewey 
to continue in command of the American naval forces et 
Manila for the present, and nothing short of a break 
down in the Admiral’s health, it is believed, will lead to 
his detachment until he requests other duty. 


The death of Col. Egbert, of the 22d Inf., has resulted 
in several interesting changes and the promotion of a0 
officer of the 23d Infantry to the command of Col. Es- 
bert’s regiment. Soon after the news of the death of the 
gallant Colonel reached Gen. Otis he cabled the War 
Department that he thought it would be a great source 
of gratification to the dead man’s widow, who was in 
Manila, if his son, a private in his regiment, should be 
given a commission in the Army. This information wa* 
conveyed by telegraph to the President and he at once 
ordered the appointment of young Egbert as a 2d Liew 
tenant in his father’s regiment, and this order was at 
once cabled to Gen. Otis. The Coloneley of the 224 
Infantry left vacant by Col. Egbert’s death be filled 
by the promotion of Lieut. Col. John W. French, of the 
23d Infantry, who was with that regiment in the field 
at Manila.

twelve miles from Buenos Ayres. He was a conspicuous 
character in Buenos Ayres, where he was connected 
through the marriage of his daughters with families o 
local celebrity, among them the Vernets, Hughes an 
Ximenes.

Should the Governor General be a civilian, and therefore 
not holding direct military command, the naval Commander- 
in-Chief shall make the first visit both upon the Governor and 
the Army officer in chief command of troops In the island or 
group of Islands. if the latter is of equal or superior grade. 

Visits should he exchanged under the above rules 
a naval Commander-in-Chief or senior naval officer: (1) With 
the Governor: (2) the Governor of a province. department or 
city; (8) the Army officer In chief command at a place where 
there Is a civil Governor. 

Should the Governor General or any other officer adminis-

NEW NAVAL ORDNANCE. 

Interest in the exciting events of the past year, has 
diverted attention from the work done by the Govern. 
ment to inerease the effectiveness of its military ang 
naval establishments. Experiments have been con- 
ducted during’ this time, new devices tested and im. 
provements made especially in the development of ord- 
nance which ordinarily would have attracted more than 
passing attention. Lessons were learned as a result of 
the war which are now being, and will be to a greater 
extent in the future taken advantage of by both Army 
and Navy. In spite of the efficiency shown by every 
type and class of gun mounted on ships in action, jt 
was impressively shown that the Navy was still not 
in the first rank so far as some types of its ordnauce 
were concerned. Fortunately a majority of the ships 
coming into action with the enemy were equipped with 
rapid-fire guns, but there are still a number of vessels, 
both on the home station and abroad whose entire bat- 
teries are composed of the so-called slow fire rifle. But 
as has been stated in the Journal, all such guns are to 
be changed to a quick-fire type as rapidly as they can be 
handled at the Washington Gun Factory. With the new 
mechanism applied their firing capacity will be vastly 
increased and that of the batteries of ships like the 
Baltimore trebled and quadrupled in effectiven: 
Every art and device known to the naval ordnance ex- 
perts has been adopted to increase the effectiveness of 
weapons. The larger guns, and even the five nq 
six-inch mounted on the earlier vessels of the Navy were 
regarded as without superior on any warehigie afloat, yer 
the Navy Department is now manufacturing guns of 
their class at the Gun Factory in Washington which 
will be, if expectations are fulfilled, infinitely superior to 
the best ordnance now on the most formidable ships of 
the service. To secure increased velocities with the in- 
troduction of smokeless powder it has becu’ deemed 
visable to practically redesign ordnance for the new 
tleships authorized within the past year or so. All « 
these ships are to be equipped with guns capable ot 
greater velocities and therefore having more powerfu 
destructive qualities. Their calibers will remain up- 
changed, but the powder chambers will! be enlarged aud

the guns made several calibers longer. For exaniy ce 
the new 6-inch guns of which one is now nearly « 


pleted and ready for trial at the Indian Head Proving 
Station, will have not less than 3,000 feet velocity aud 
the new 8-inch guns are expected to almost equal them 
in extent of high velocities secured. Not one of these 
new guns, however, has been completed and no trials 
therefore have been practicable, but there is no doubt in 
the minds of ordnance officers that the high qualities 
claimed by the ordnance experts will be realized. The 
weights of the guns are necessarily greater than those of 
the old weapons due to the increased length of the bore 
und the enlarged powder chamber. The first of the new 
guns tested will be of six-inch ealiber, the trial of which 
will be held at the Proving Station some time in April. 


EXPLORING ALASKA. 


We published last week the War Department orders 
for a military exploration of Alaska, one expedition to 
work in the Copper River region and another about 
Cook’s Inlet. Both are to carry full equipments and sup- 
plies to last for six months, and have been given author- 
ity to employ Indian natives Capt. W. R. 
Abercrombie will command the former expedition 
Capt. Edwin F. Glenn the latter. Its personnel will be 
Capt. Edwin F. Glenn, 25th Inf.; Capt. Charles P. EI- 
liott, U. S. A., retired; Ist Lieut. H. O. Learnard, 14th 
Inf.; Ist Lieut. J, C. Castner, 4th Inf.; an acting Assist- 
ant Surgeon, a Commissary Sergeant; Sergt. William 
Yanert, 8th OCav.; another Sergeant, a Corporal, eleven 
enlisted men, of whom five must be cooks, and two pri 
vates of the Hospital Corps. The expedition is expected 
to reach Tyoonok, Cook’s Inlet, Alaska, about April 15, 
where a camp and depot will be established. On the 
way a small detachment will left at Portage Bay 
Prince William Sound, to explore, survey, establish and 
mark the trail from that point to a camp located at the 
head of Knik Arm. From the permanent eamp at Tyo 
onok, detachments will be sent to explore the country 
to the north, tthe military posts on the Yukon at Ram 
part and Circle City. One detachment will explore the 
west hank of Cook’s Inlct for the 
land trail. 

The Copper River Exploring

The facility and rapidity with which recruits have 
been secured for the Regular Army is a matter not only 
of considerable surprise, but most satisfactory to the au- 
thorities of the War Department who had not anticipat- 
ed that the full enlisted strength of the Regular forces 
allowed by the reorganization bill would be so promptly 
reached. The 3,000 men still required will, if the pres- 
ent rate of enlistment continues, be obtained without 


doubt within a week or ten days. Probably never 
in the history of the Army have so many men 
been recruited in so brief a period. Shortly after 


the 4th of March, the Regular Army consisted of about 
50,000 troops so that within less than three weeks its 
strength has been advanced to 62,000 as reported to 
the War Department on March 29, Not only have recruit- 
ing officers experienced no difficulty in procuring men, 
but so great has been the demand from the youth of the 
country to enlist that a wider discrimination has been 
shown than is usual, and, perhaps, the highest type of 
man for a soldier has been secured certainly within re- 
cent years. It is announced at the War Department this 
week that the material recently enlisted is of the best 
quality and that had Congress authorized a permanent 
standing Army of 100,000 there would have been no 
question that the full force could have been enlisted 
within a comparatively limited time. Recruiting stations 
report great enthusiasm on the part of men to enter the 
service and the type and class presented from which 
selection was made could scarcely have been improved 
upon. Officials of the War Department stated on Fri- 
day of this week that no doubt by the close of next week 
the country could point with pride to the unprecedented 
number of enlistments made since soon after Congress 
adjourned which, it is claimed, surpassed any record 
during a time when peace prevailed. It will be seen 
therefore that within a period of practically a little more 
than three weeks the standing strength of the Army has 
been raised from 50,000 to the limit allowed by law of 
65,000. 

Our danger is of underestimating rather than over- 
estimating the full number required. It is recalled that 
the original estimate of Gen, Miles of the force required 
for the Philippines was less than 3,000 men. Gen. Mer- 
ritt very properly insisted that he needed at least 14,400, 
and that Gen. Miles replied that this was at least 10,000 
in excess pf the number needed. Experience has shown 
that we required more than double the number named in 
the largest estimate, and that a still larger force could 
be used to advantage. Any display of weakness is sure 
to involve us in difficulties which will compel a hasty 


organization of new and untrained soldiers, and thus 
involve us in increased expediture in the end, while 
subjecting us to national humiliation meantime. The 


65,000 men now provided for the Army may be suffi- 
cient for the work actually in hand, but it leaves no mar- 
gin for a reserve force, such as wise military administra 
tion demands.

So signal has been the suecess of the Army officers in

HISTORY REPBATING ITSELF. 

What at first might be taken as a report on the situa- 
tion in America in 1898 during the Spanish war, ap- 
pears in that entertaining volume by Julian Sturgis, “A 
Boy in the Peninsular War.” Though nearly 100 years 
have elapsed since those battles with Napoleon's Mar- 
shals, it will be observed how little change sometimes 
exists in the methods used to delude the unsuspecting 
public. The army that had fought under Sir John 
Moore, arrived in England from Spain in January and 
February, 1809. The author thus speaks of the debark- 
ation of his regiment, the famous 28th, at Plymouth: 

“Our appearance on landing was very unseemly, owing 
principally to the hurry attending our embarkation at 
Corunna, which took place in the dark and in the pres- 
ence of an enemy. Scarcely a regiment got on board the 
vessel which contained their baggage; and the conse- 
quence was that on quitting our ships, we presented an 
appearance*of much dirt and misery. The men were 
ragged, displaying torn garments of all colors; and the 
people of England, accustomed to witness the high order 
and unparalleled cleanliness of their nationa! troops, for 
which they are renowned throughout Europe, and never 
having seen an army after the termination of a hard 
campaign, were horror-struck, and persuaded themselves 
that some dreadful calamity must have occurred. 

“Their consternation was artfully wrought up to the 
highest pitch by the wily old soldiers, who, fully aware 
of the advantage to be gained by this state of general 
excitement and further to work on the feelings, re- 
recited in pathetic strain the most frightful accounts of 
their sufferings and hardships. Interested persons at 
home profited by this state of universal ferment. One 
political party, eagerly catching at any circumstances 
which could tend to incriminate the other, highly exag- 
gerated even those already incredible accounts,” 

No particularly elastic stretch of fancy is required to 
picture the agony of the yellow journals of the period 
ever these magnificent sufferings, and solemn critics of 
the government and self-constituted defenders of the 
national honor like the “Evening Post” of to-day must 
have torn their hair in pious lamentation at the govern- 
mental blunders that created such misery in the ranks! 

And yet human nature is so perverse that these same 
soldiers shortly after welcomed an assignment to Spain, 
very much after the fashion of our Volunteers, who, 
despite the awful stories of hardships and the anathemas 
hurled at the government, are, as an article in another 
column shows, eager to go out again in active service. 
Wise indeed was the French philosopher who said: “The 
years change more rapidly than human nature.” 
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The St. Louis “Globe-Democrat” notes the fact that 
within sixty days 6,000 American soldiers have sailed 
throngh the Mediterranean, past the doors of the nations 
of Europe. An object lesson in something more than 
numbers has been given. Ten months ago such a pos- 
a troopship was unknown to the United 
States Government. Last week one of the new troop- 
ships dropped anchor in Manila Bay, after a trip more 
than half way around the world, and in the season of 
storms. Of the 2,000 souls on board, not one had sus- 
tained an accident of so much as a broken arm. When 
one of these American troopships stopped at Gibraltar, 
British officers asked the privilege of inspection, and 
when they had finished they told the American officers 
that Great Britain, with all of her experience in the 
Water transportation of troops, had no transports to 
compare with those which the American Government 
had devised for the movement of soldiers to distant 
possessions. An army of American troops is moving 
across the oceans bound for a common destination, and 
the achievement receives scarcely more than passing 
attention in the United States. To other governments 
this easy execution of a great military transportation 
problem is a matter of much more comment and surprise 
than it is at home. The military journals of foreign 
countries are discussing it as they did some of the 
feats of the American Army and Navy in the war with 
Spain. This movement of troops and munitions to Ma- 
nila from the United States is another in the series of 
eye-openers for the rest of the world.

The “yy regulations concerning’ enlisted men of the 
Navy to be retired from active service under provisions of 
the act of Congress approved March 3, 1899, are published for 
~ gy cmt nee and guidance of all concerned: 

. —— of an enlisted man of the Navy for retire- 
a. nt will be made to the President of the United States, and 
in computing the thirty years necessary to entitle him to be 
retired—service in the Navy, or in the Army, or Marine Corps 
during the Civil War, from April 15, 1861, to August : 
1866, and during the Spanish-American War. from April 21. 
1898, until such time as its termination is formally announced 
by Executive proclamation—will be computed as double time. 
Aagtte ants for retirement under this act shall, unless physi- 
cally disqualified for service, be at least fifty pense of age. 

2. After approval of an enlisted man’s ap Pp ication for re- 
tirement, an order will be issued from the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, transferring him to the retired 
list. Upon receipt of such order b iy Le a command- 
ing officer, a final statement wil repared, closing ac- 
counts of pay and allowances to ore vy oo er for retirement. 
No discharge will 5 given, however, and the retired enlisted 
man will be regarded as continuing in service upon the re- 
tired list, but will be dropped from the rolls of the vessel on 
board of which he was serving when retired, and his enlist- 
ment record forwarded to the Bureau of Navigation. A de- 
scriptive Hst (in duplicate), with the fact of final statement 
noted thereon, together with the retired enlisted man's post- 
office address for the next thirty days, will be immediately 
forwarded through official channels to the Chief of Bureau of 
Navigation. Enlisted men of the Navy upon the retired list 
are additional to the number otherwise provided by law. 
When enlisted men of the Navy are retired, they will be 
ordered to their homes, and furnished with transportation 
and subsistence, 

3. On the last day of each calendar month retired enlisted 
men will report to the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
their post office address, and will promptly report any change 
therein. Blank forms for personal reports, and pay vouch- 
ers, with official penalty envelopes for transmitting them, 
wet be furnished retired enlisted men by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. 

4. The authorized pay and allowances of retired enlisted 
men of the Navy will be paid them monthly by the Navy Pay 
Office at Washington, D. C., or San Francisco, Cal. Their 
pay will be three-fourths of the monthly pay allowed by law 
to them in the rating they held when retired, and three- 
fourths of one ration (thirty cents), viz.: twenty-two and 
one-half cents daily. In paying retired enlisted men, the 
monthly tax of twenty cents for the “Hospital Fund” will 
be deducted. Service on the retired list does not entitle the 
enlisted man to any Increase of re-enlisted pay beyond what 
had accrued at date of retirement. 

5. The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, will fur- 
nish each enlisted man of the Navy on the retired list with 
a descriptive list, which he will forward at the end of each 
calendar month, with pay vouchers signed in duplicate, to 
the Navy Pay Office he elects to be paid from. If the retired 
enlisted man can not write, his mark (X) should be wit- 
nessed by a commissioned officer, if practicable, otherwise by 
some well-known person, preferably the postmaster of his 


place of residence.

G. 0. 511, NAVY DEPT., MARCH 8, 1899. 

Publishes the Executive Order governing the prices of dis- 
charge by purchase for men enlisted for three years and for 
apprentices. The price of discharge during the fourth month 
of enlistment will be 10 per cent. of the yearly pay of the 
applicant; during the fifth month, 12 per cent., and so on, 
increasing 2 per cent. per month until the fourteenth month, 
when the maximum price is reached; during the fifteenth 
month the price will be % per cent. of the maximum price; 
in the sixteenth month, 90 per cent., and so on, decreasing 
5 per cent. per month until the thirty-fourth month, when 
he may apply for discharge without payment. In addition to 
the purchase price of discharge as prescribed in the preced- 
ing paragraph, men who have received three months’ extra 
pay in consideration of re-enlistment shall be required to re- 
fund the amount of such extra pay as a condition precedent 
to the purchase of disc mong. 

The rules for discharge by purchase for apprentices, other 
than third class, will be the same as for enlisted men; but 
all apne ations from apprentices of any class for discharge 
must be accompanied by the consent of parents or guardian. 
Third-elpass apprentices may apply for alee *harge at any time 
during their term of enlistment. ‘The price of discharge for 
third-class apprentices during the first three months will be 
the whole amount of pay from date of enlistment to date of 
discharge; during the fourth month, 27 per cent. of one year's 
pay; during the fifth month, 29 per cent. of one year’s pay, 
and so on, Increasing 2 per cent. per month until the eigh- 
teenth month, when the maximum price is reached. 

In addition to the above specified sum, all applications from 
apprentices, third class, must be accompanlec by a deposit

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The arrival of the transport Solace reported by Adml. 
Dewey on March 22, added another vessel to the large 
fleet now assembled in the Manila waters. The Solace 
brought supplies and several hundred seamen for the 
fleet. The Monadnock, which has been overhauled at 
Hong Kong, sailed March 22 for Manila. The same 
day the eruiser Buffalo sailed for New York via the 
Suez Canal. She will ply regularly on that route, tak- 
ing invalids home and returning with supplies. Medi- 
cal officers report that several American soldiers have 
been Wounded by brass-tipped bullets, and the impres- 
sion is gaining ground that Aguinaldo’s forces are mak- 
ing a general use of these poisonous missles. 

Besides immediately despatching the U. 8. 8S. Machias 
to make an investigation, Secretary Hay has cabled to 
the American Charge d’Affaires at Guatemala City and 
the American Consul at Tegucigalpa, directing them to 
make protests to the Guatemalan and Hondurian Gov- 
ernments against the execution of six Americans who 
were arrested a few days ago, and sentenced to be shot, 
on the charge of filibustering. 

A report received at the Navy Department this week 
from Adml. Dewey shows that the condition of the 
cruiser Baltimore and the monitor Monterey are both 
excellent. The report is the result of a survey made 
for the purpose of ascertaining their state of efficiency 
and to determine what repairs, if any, are required. It is 
shown that both ships require no overhauling and are in 
first-class condition. Special praise is given the Balti- 
more for her steadiness as a gun platform. 

Fifty-three of the 150 naval promotions under the 
operations of the Personnel act have been approved by 
the President and commissions for these offices ordered 
to be at once made out. These include the promotion 
to the rank of Rear Admiral of those officers recently 
found qualified. 

Gradual reductions in the complement of officers and 
men on ships of the Navy are to follow, so that within 
afew months the force om each will be about that 
usually required on a peace basis. During the war time 
more men and officers were assigned to a higher rate 
of ships than are considered necessary, except in emerg- 
encies, and to bring the complements down to their nor- 
mal basis it is proposed to gradually decrease the num- 
ber on ships now attached to the home station. The 
plan, however, will not apply to those under Adml. 
Dewey until the situation at Manila is decidedly 
changed, 

A tentative agreement has been reached by the Board 
of Naval Bureau Chiefs on the question of the design 
for the smaller vessels authorized in the last Naval 
Appropriation bill. This act provided that these ships 
shall be of about 2,500 tons displacement, but estimates 
made indicate that crafts of nearly 3,000 tons displace- 
ment may be constructed within the limit of the appro- 
priation. The new ships will all be sheathed, and will 
mount batteries of 5-inch guns. 

The Navy Department holds that, with the retirement 
March 25 for age of Chief Engr. Wm. G. Buehler, who 
under the Naval Personnel law has the rank of Captain 
in the line of the Navy, he is entitled to the rank and 
pay of a Rear Admiral on the retired list. Capt. Bueh- 
ler is the senior officer in point of service of his corps, 
and is the first officer to be retired under the provisions 
of the Personnel act. Thies act provides that the grade 
of Commodore shall be retained for the benefit of those 
Captains of the Navy who are privileged to retire with 
the rank and three-fourths sea pay of the next higher 
grade. Therefore, when a Captain is advanced while 
on the active list he becomes a Rear Admiral. It is pro- 
vided, however, that officers with the rank of Captain 
who served in the Civil War are entitled to be retired 
with the rank of Rear Admiral and three-fourths of the 
sea pay of that grade, and Capt. Buehler, who is a vet- 
eran of the war, therefore becomes a Rear Admiral on 
the retired list.

The last recruit to the 
opposition is Assistant Secretary Allen, who, in his an- 
nual report, recommended the transfer of the school to 
Annapolis.

LEGAL DECISIONS. 


In a decision rendered by the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury it is held that in the final statement of a Regular 
who, before the expiration of five years’ enlistment, was 
turloughed to accept commission in an immune regiment, 
he is not entitled to the pay and allowances of a 
private, subsequent to the acceptance of commission. It 
is held, however, that he is entitled, on final discharge, 
to travel pay from place of muster out as a commissioned 
officer to place of original enlistment as soldier, less his 
travel pay already received as an officer from place of 
muster out to place of acceptance of commission. 

An opinion rendered by the Nav rtment this 
week construes the section of the Naval Personnel act 
relating to Naval Cadets appointed to the Marine Corps 
and the promotion of retired men. It is held that mem- 
bers of the class of Naval Cadets now at sea who may 
hereafter be appointed Second Lieutenants will take 
rank after officers who, in the meantime, may be car- 
ried from the three classes of appointments named in 
the Personnel act, to-wit: Those who are .serving, or 
who have served as Second Lieutenants in the Marine 
Corps during the war with Spain, meritorious non-com- 
missioned officers of the Marine Corps or persons ap- 
pointed from civil life. The decision as to promotions on 
the retired list was made on the application of Boats- 
wain Nash for promotion under the Personne! Bill. The 
Department holds that the law of 1882 providing there 
shall be no further promotions on the retired list, is still 
in force and unaffected by the Pensonne!l bill.

Philadelphia, és said to have issued a proclamation 
against the rebels, who in turn were sustained by a 
proclamation of the German Consul, and made an at- 
tack upon the loyal natives who were under the pro- 
tection of the two Anglo-Saxon powers. The Philadel- 
and the British warships Royalist and Porpoise on 
March 15 shelled the villages occupied by the rebels. The 
latter attacked the town and killed three British and 
one American sailor, but were repulsed.

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WHEN THE SPANISH WAR ENDED. 


As there appears to have been much doubt existing and 
considerable misapprehension as to the precise time when 
the Spanish war begun and ended, Secretary Long has 
rendered an opinion on the subject contained in a letter 
addressed to the Chief of the Navigation Bureau: 

Navy Department, 
Washington, March 18, 1899. 

Sir: The Department is in receipt of the Bureau's let- 
ter of the 17th inst., in whica, after quoting section 
seventeen of the “Act to reorganize and increase the ef- 
ficiency of the personne! of the Navy and Marine Corps 
of the United States,” approved March 3, 1899, the fol- 
lowing questions are asked: 

1Ist. What dates, under the provisions of this act, are 
considered as the commencement and termination of the 
Civil and Spanish-American wars? 

2d. In view of the requirements of this act that a 
man shall have served thirty years in the United States 
Navy, is service in the Army and Mar ne Corps to be 
included in computing the said thirty years necessary to 
entitle him to be retired? 

By reference to “Circular No. 2, Headquarters of the 
Army, Adjutant General’s Office, Washington, March 
10, 1891,” it appears that the War Department has pro 
mulgated, for the guidance of the service in connection 
with the Act of Congress authorizing a retired list for a 
period of thirty years or upward, approved Feb, 14, 1885, 
and under the subsequent Amendatory Act of Sept. 30, 
1890, the following instructions: 

It is held: 

1. That the War of the 
1861. 

2. That “war service” 
a commissioned ofticer. 

3. That the war ended Aug. 20, 1866; but to entitle 
the applicant to double time for service after April 2, 
1866, it must appear aflirmativeiy that such service was 
rendered in the State of Texas. 

It is understood that the practice in the Marine Corps 
has conformed to the ruling above quoted, 

In the case of The Protector, 12 Wallace, 700-702, the 
question, “When did the rebellion begin and end?” with 
particular respect to the operation of the Statute of Lim. 
itations, was considered. In delivering the opinion of 
the Court the Chief Justice said that the proclamation 
of intended blockade by the President, which proclama- 
tion was dated April 19, 1861, should be assumed as 
marking the date of the commencement of hostilities. If 
the question now presented were a new one this de- 
partment would be inclined to follow that decision, but 
inasmuch as it is clearly desirable that uniformity in 
executive interpretation of similar statutes should be 
maintained, it seems advisable that departure should not 
be made from the long-established practice of the Army 
and the Marine Corps. 

It is further observed that “the war did not begin or

includes service rendered as 


close at the same time in all the States,” and that the. 


courts have held that the 27th of April, 1861, should be 
treated as the date on which a state of war first ex- 
isted in the States of Virginia and North Carolina, and 
that, so far as all the Confederate States, except the 
State of Texas, are concerned, the war closed on the 2d 
of April, 1866. It is considered, however, that in inter- 
yreting a statute of this character in its application to the 
Navy, the entire period during which a state of war 
anywhere existed should be taken into account. 

The Bureau is accordingly, in response to its first 
question, advised that April 15, 1861, should be regarded 
as the date of commencement, and Aug. 20, 1866, as the 
date of termination of the Civil War (McElrath vs. U. 
S., 102, U. 8., 426-438); and, further, that a state of 
war between this country and the Kingdom of Spain 
began April 21, 1898 (Act approved April 25, 1898, Pub- 
lic No. 69), and, within the meaning of the statute cited, 
still continues. The date of its termination will doubtless 
be formally announced by executive proclamation. 

With regard to the second question asked by the Bu- 
reau, it appears clear that service in the Army and 
Marine Corps, rendered during the Civil War or during 
the Spanish-American War, is to be included in comput 
ing the period of thirty years prescribed in section seven 
teen of the Personnel Act, but that said service ren 
dered in time of peace is not to be so included.

The 
alterations in the revenue cutter McCullough are begin- 
ning to assume shape. The pilot house- and _ bridge, 
which adjoin the forecastle, will be lifted up bodily and 
moved aft. Orders have been received to put the tor- 
pedo boat Farragut in commission. She will be com- 
manded by Lieut, R. F. Nicholkon, who will shortly be 
commissioned a Lieutenant Commander. The Davis is 
about ready to turn over to the Yard guthorities. The 
Pensacola ie being repainted. She will shortly be ready 
to leave the Yard. The Adams is still awaiting her bat 
tery, which is snow-bound on the way from the East. 
It was a a month ago. The alterations to the 
flushing and heating system on the Independence are 
practically completed, and the mechanics will leave the 
ship during this week. The Pawtucket is nearing com- 
pletion. ne steering engine is the only important part 
of her equipment now lacking, and when that is in- 
stalled she will be finished up in short order.

The régimént 
will leave for the State camp at Peekskill on the after- 
noon of Saturday, June 10. 

Col, Duffy, of the 69th New York, has ordered drills to 
be resumed in that command, and hopes that men who 
served in the Volunteers with the 69th may find it con- 
venient to connect themselves with the regiment now 
that it has assumed its place as a National Guard com- 
mand once again, 

Capt. Louis Wendel, of the Ist Battery, New York, 
has ordered battery drills at the armory for Thursday 
evenings until further orders. A review before a promi- 
nent officer will shortly be arranged for. Capt. Wendel 
has received a very complimentary letter from Mrs. How- 
ard Carroll for the recent exhibition given by the battery 
in aid of the Hahnemann Hospital. 

Owing to disorder among a number of armed Italian 
strikers at Henson, Colo., three companies of infantry 
and two troops of cavalry from the State Guard were or- 
dered to the scene of disturbance on March 17 in com- 
mand of Col. MacArey, and left in the face of a blizzard. 

In the Maryland National Guard matters are to be 
hastened towards providing the 5th Regiment, Col, Mar- 
koe, with a new armory, an appropriation of $300,000 
being available. The two vacancies among the field of- 
ficers have been filled by the election of Capt. Louis M. 
Rawlins, of Co. A, and Capt. George L. Deichman, of 
Co. M, as Battalion Majors. A movement is on foot to 
organize a revolver and pistol association among the com- 
missioned officers of the Maryland National Guard. 

The Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, as a result of 
Adjutant General Dalton’s recent visit to Washington, 
will be the first of the State troops to receive their arms 
and equipments from the War Department, ander the 
act passed by Congress just before it adjourned. 

Col. Chas, Pfaff, of the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Militia, whose regiment, the lst Heavy Artillery, was 
stationed on the New England coast during the Spanish 
war, in a report submitted to the Governor a few days 
ago, says the discipline of the regiment was at all times 
excellent, 

In the Colorado National Guard H. D. Smith has been 
commissioned Captain of Troop C, Ist Cavalry; Nathan 
Gregg, Jr., Asst. Adjt. Gen. lst Brigade, and Geo. 
Packer, Jr., 2d Lieut., Co. B, Ist Inf. 

In the Pennsylvania National Guard, the lst Troop of 
Philadelphia, or at least a portion of its members, pro- 
ose a trip to the Paris Exposition next year. The 20th 
fegiment is now comfortably quartered in its new home 
at Ninth street and Girard avenue, Philadelphia. Like 
other State organizations that entered the Volunteer 
service, the men of Pennsylvania show great animosity 
against a number of their officers, as the result.of ex- 
periences in the field. 

Goy. Stone, of Pennsylvania, in General Orders dated 
March 11. 1899. says: “The organizations of the Nation- 
al Guard of Pennsylvania that under the call of the 
President entered the United States Service in the war 
with Spam have all been mustered out of the Volun- 
teer Army and returned to their homes, with the ex- 
ception of the 10th Regiment, Pa. Vol, Inf., Col. Alex- 
ander L. Hawkins, which is still serving in the Philip- 
pine Islands. and continues to reflect honor upon them- 
selves and the State. Pennsylvania feels a just pride 
in her soldiery. In Army and Navy they have proven 
themselves worthy sons, and to pages of history already 
jeweled with distinguished names, and glorious in re- 
corded achievements, new names have been added and 
new achievements recorded. The muster out of the 
Tnited States Service of anizations formerly of the 
National Guard of Penneylvania, and the reinstate- 
ment of the same in-the National Guard, renders neces- 
sary the dishandment of some of the organizations re- 
ernited and organized under the provisions of G. O. 15. 
A. G. O.. series 1898. Organizations to be disbanded 
will be designated in future orders, In disbanding 
these organizations the Governor and Oommander-in- 
Chief conveys to every officer and enlisted map his high 
appreciation of the patriotism evidenced by those who 
responded so cheerfully and promptly to the demands of 
duty. The recruitment. organizing, uniforming and 

uipping in so short a time of six regiments of infant 
of twelve companies each, two batteries of light artil- 
lery. and three troops of cavalry, is a e to the 
loyalty and the military spirit that pervades the people 
of our State, and evidences in a moet satisfactory and 
assuring manner its resources for defense and for the 
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preservation of law and order. This the Commander-in- 
Chief appreciates, and thanks every officer and enlisted 
man who contributed to this achievement.” 

Communications have been sent by the War Depart- 
ment to the Governors of the States calling their atten-

The military exhibitions at the annual tournament of 
the Military Athletic League at Madison Square Gar- 
den, New York City, this week, have drawn enthusiastic 
crowds, and brought out the skill of the participants to 
the most marked degree, the regular forces naturally 
taking the honors. The forces from the Army and Navy 
and Marine Corps taking part were as follows: A de- 
tachment from the 13th Inf. in calisthenics, music drill 
and battle exercises; single stick and landing drill by de- 
tachment of bluejackets from the Vermont, in command 
of Chief Gunner’s Mate McDermott; cavalry drill, music 
ride, horsemanship and rough riding by troops from the 
3d Cavalry, under Capt. Dodd; artillery drill and exhibi- 
tions of driving by Light Battery F, 5th Artillery, under 
Lieut. McCloskey; drill and rough riding by West Point 
detachment of cavalry under Capt. Howze; and two com- 
panies of marines from the Navy Yard, The State forces 
were represented as follows: Gatling gun drill and bat- 
tery drill by 2d Battery, N. G., N. Y.; musical, gymnas- 
tic and calisthenic drill by 1st Battery, N. G., N, Y.; cay- 
alry drill, rough riding, ete., by Troop C, N. G., N. Y.; 
ist Battalion of Naval Militin, Astor Battery. There 
were combined reviews by Maj. Gen, Wheeler, U. 8. V., 
on March 20, by Rear Admiral J. W. Philip, U. 8S. N., on 
March 22, and by Governor Roosevelt on March 24. 
The third gun and caisson of Battery F, 5th U. 8. Art., 
while rounding the turn at the southwest corner of the 
Garden at a furious gallop, on March 25, overturned and 
the six men _on the piece were thrown to the ground. 
Corp. J. D. Hicks and Pvt. Frank Giddey were hurt, the 
former seriously, perhaps fatally, and the latter slightly. 

Orders were issued this week by the War Depart- 
ment for mustering out the Sth Massachusetts Regi- 
ment at Boston. The transport Meade was due at 
Matanzas the latter part of the week to convey the regi- 
ment to its destination. An effort was made to have 
the regiment mustered out at Salem, but this was decid- 
ed to be inexpedient. ; 

The 3d Regiment of Connecticut Volunteers, having 
been mustered out at Savannah, Ga,, has returned home 
and will resume its place as 3d Regiment, C. N. G. 
This is the last of the company troops to be mustered 
out. Col. Tyler resigned as Colonel of the regiment, 
while it was in the United States service, and its former 
Lieut. Col., G. M. Cole, is Lieutenant Colonel of the 4th 
Immunes. Ist Lieut, William F. M. Rogers, Signal 
Corps, has been appointed Captain and Brigade Signal 
Officer on the ataft of Gen, Frost, Brigade Commander, 
to sueceed Capt. H. A. Giddings, resigned, from ill 
health as a result of service in the war. Capt. Rogers 
served during the war as Ist Lieutenant, U. 8. Vol. Sig- 
nal Corps, was Quartermaster of the Corps at Wash- 
ington Barracks, and later served with the advance un- 
der Gen, Wilson in Porto Rico. He is an admirable of- 
ficer for the position and will be most valuable to the 
State. Samuel A. Gager, of New London, late Sergeant, 
U. S. Vol. Signal Corps, has been appointed 1st Lieut. 
Signal Corps, succeeding Capt. Rogers. His service in 
the war was most creditable and he will make a fine 
ofticer. The Brigade C. N. G. is now intact again, since 
the return of the 3d Regiment, and arms and uniforms 
are being reissued. Something in the way of reorganiza- 
tion will doubtless be done by the Connecticut Legisla- 
ture, now in session, but nothing has taken shape as yet, 
and meantime things are very quiet in the Guard, There 
is no doubt that the manner of raising Volunteers for 
the war was a severe blow to it, and many of its best 
officers have resigned. “ 

Brig. Gen. MeCoskry Butt, commanding the 1st Bri- 
gade New York, who is a member of the Armory Board, 
is adverse to providing the 2d Naval Battalion with 
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a block of land for an armory, valued at $380,000. 
The General believes the battalion should confine its 
duties to service afloat, as the Government 
has loaned it an auxillary cruiser. Something said by 
Gen. Butt before the Armory Board with reference to the 
Naval Militia has led to a-cor dence with Capt. 
Miller, who has demanded a retraction of remarks which 
he thinks reflect upon his command. Gen. Butt de- 
clines to apologize on the ground that he has said noth- 
ing that should properly give offenev. 

On account of the great expense of re-equipping the 
troops of the Pennsylvania National Guard, there will 
be no encampment this year. 

The Governor of Maryland has approved the requisi- 
tions for uniforms for the Maryland National Guard. 
The materials will be purchased direct from the manu- 
facturers, _Before the breaking out of the late war 
Maryland and Massachusetts purchased the entire out- 
put of the Middlesex Mills, in Massachusetts, securing 
flannels for blouses at about $1.10 per yard, and. kerseys 
for overcoats and trousers at $1.55 per yard. 

The 37th games of the 7th New York Athletic As- 
sociation will be held at the regimental armory, Sat- 
urday evening, April 8, and a very interesting pro- 
gramme of events has been arranged. The regimental 
band will be in attendance. 


RETURN OF THE 12TH NEW YORK. 

The 12th New York, Col. R. W. Leonard, arrived in 
New York City on March 26 from Mantanzas, Cuba, 
and received a royal welcome. At Quarantine the trans- 
port Meade, bearing the 12th, was met by the steamer 
Gen. Meigs, on which were Gen. Daniel Butterfield, 
chairman of the Veterans’ and Citizens’ Committee. 


In a letter to Col. Leonard, Brig. Gen. J. P. Sanger, 
U. 8. V., recommends him for appointment to Brigadier 
General of Volunteers, and says: “It is not too much 
to say that, judged by the drill book and other manuals, 
including target practice, the 12th New York is the 
best instructed regiment of Volunteers I have seen. In 
point of cleanliness and neatness it will compare favor- 
ably with any regiment ‘in the service, Regular or Vol- 
unteer. Col. Leonard deserves some high kind of offi- 
cial acknowledgment of his meritorious and soldierly 
conduct.” Maj. Gen. J. N. Wilson, U. 8. V., in indorsing 
the above also says: “Col. Leonard has recently offered 
to re-enlist his regiment for service in the Philippines, 
and I take great pleasure in saying that neither in the 
State of New York nor in any other State of the Union 
can you find a better Colonel, or on the whole, a regi- 
ment that would give more satisfactory service than the 
one which Col, Leonard would organize and bring to the 
service of the Government.” 

The following is a translation of a communication, dat- 
ed Matanzas, Cuba, March 23, 1899, to Brig. Gen. J. P 
Sanger, Commanding General, District of Matanzas, 
from the Mayor of Matanzas, which shows the high es- 
teem in which the 12th is held: 

“GENERAL: Although you fully know and must be satis- 
fied with the discipline and good Lehavior of the 12th Regi- 
ment New York Volunteer Infantry, during its stay in this 
city, I, as the representative of the City Council and in the 
endeavor to volce the sentiments of our citizens, must ex- 
press to you the satisfaction of the people of Matanzas for 
that correct deportment, and also the feelings of friendship 
which the refinement and courtesy of the Colonel and other 
officers, and the good order and discipline of the soldiers 
composing the regiment, have impressed in the hearts of 
all social classes. 

“You may be sure that it is not merely the gratitude of 
the Cuban people to your Government that has inspired such 
sympathy. Though that sentiment, in itself, might prove 
sufficient, yet it has been greatly increased by the conduct 
observed by this regiment, conduct that the people of Matan- 
zas highly appreciate and that augments, if possible, the 
—- of veenration and respect for the nation that so gen- 
erously sacrifices itself for our future happiness. 

“I beg you to accept these expressions of our sentiments, 
and kindly convey to the Commanding Officer, officers and 
soldiers of the 12th Regiment New York Volunteer Infantry,

NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 
Norfolk, Va., March 25, 1899. 

Items from the Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., from the 
“Landmark” are as follows: The United States 
Fish Commission steamer Fish Hawk left the yard 
March 16 for a cruise in North Carolina waters. The 
collier Abarenda is being prepared for a trip to Pago 
Pago, Hawaiian Islands, with the first consignment of 
coal for the new coaling station, which is to be estab- 
lished there. A draft of forty men for the collier has 
arrived from Charleston, Mass. Commo. Farquhar, 
Commandant of this naval station, on March 16 passed 
an examination before a medical board for promotion to 
the rank of Rear Admiral, under the provisions of the 
new Personnel bill. The auxiliary cruiser Dixie, now 
at Philadelphia, is to be fitted out as a transport, to ply 
between Cuban and Porto Rican ports and the United 
States. A blow engine and the stanchions for the cupola 
of the new foundry of the Steam Engineering Depart- 
ment arrived at the yard March 17. New tools are con- 
stantly being added to the Department of Steam Engi- 
neering, which is now splendidly equipped. Under the 
efficient supervision of Chief Engineer J. A. B. Smith 
the Department of Steam Engineering of this naval sta- 
tion has been raised to a standard of proficiency never, it 
is said, attained by it before, and with the new tools 
and machinery already in place together with those to 
come, is in position to turn out as fine work as is ayail- 
able at any yard, public or private, in this country. 

The Yosemite is still here, and will not get away for 
three weeks or more. She is taking the Governor and a 
load of all sorts of merchandise to our new possession. 
Some of the lumber, however, had to be removed to 
make room for more necessary material. Capt. Leary 
is delighted with his billet, and promises at possi- 
bilities in Guam. The converted yacht Vixen may 
get away about the same time, and accompany the Yose- 
mite to Guam, but so far the latter is slated for Manila. 
The Abarenda will sail shortly, that is, within three 
weeks. Also about that time the Montgomery leaves 
these parts, so that this yard will in a month quite 
depleted of raw material, unless some more ships arrive 
in the interim.

grade, = orders — br meet authority, re 
serving W troops — against an enemy, en- 
titled to the pay of the higher grade. The act of July 
19, 1848 (9 Stat., 248), granted the officers and soldiers 
of the Mexican War extra pay on discharge or on ter- 
mination of their engagement in the prosecution of the 
war. It was held in computing extra pay under that 
act that an officer exercising the command and drawing 
the pay of his brevet grade, which was higher than the 
grade of his comm mn, when his engagement in the 
prosecution of the war terminated, and he thus became 
entitled to extra under the act; such pay should be 
computed upon the rate of pay pertaining to his brevet 
grade, and not upon that pertaining to the grade of his 
commission. Digest Second Comp. ., Vol. 3, sections 
944, 949. The case is similar to that of aun 
officer drawing the pay of a brevet commission at the 
time when he became entitled to additional pay on dis- 
charge, and I have therefore to advise you that extra 
pay should be commuted upon the rate of pay pertaining 
te the command he was exercising at the time of dis- 
charge if he otherwise comes within the provisions of the 
law.
